The Rebel Army Retreating. 

It Falh BacK in Disorder. 

Telegraphic connection between this city 
and Nashville was broken last night, but the 
line commenced working again at half past 
twelve o’clock thi9 afternoon, since which 
time a batch of despatches has been received 
containing intelligence ns to the operations of 
the arm v at Murfreesboro. 

Official information was received by Gen. 
Boyle confirmatory of the reported victory of 
the army of the Cumberland over the superior 
a-ebel force under Johnston and Bragg. All 
accounts agree as to gnat results. It is now, 
no doubt, the design of the rebel commander 
to occupy Tullahoma, and there await rein- 
forcements from Virginia, should Gen. Itose- 
crans delay his advance until rebel reinforce- 
ments could be sent forward. 

But their chance for receiving reinforce- 
ments from Virginia is exceedingly slim. A 
letter was received in this city this morning 
by Col. Pennebaker, from a reliable eorres- 
ipondent at Barboursville, Ky., from which we 
learn that Colonel Carter's expedition to En3t 
Tennessee has been crowned with success. It 
ik not true, however, that he occupied Knox- 
wille,,or even attempted its capture; but, leav- 
ing Einoxville to the right, he cut the East 
Tesincssee and Virginia railroad, and that 
lessened the chances of sendiDg reinforcements 
tto the rebel army iu Middle Tennessee from 
She Rappahannock. 

The letter alluded to also states that Colonel 
Carter had had three or four lights on the 
•route, in all of which he was victorious, cap- 
turing large supplies and paroling tour or fire 
hundred prisoners. 

Despatches received from Nashville at a laic 
hour last night, bring the sad intelligence of 
the death of Frank Todd, of Co. C, Fifteenth 
Ky., and of Capt. Bayne, of the saipe regi- 
ment. Lieut. Todd lost an arm in the battl ■ 
of Perryville.

The Sirrenoeb oe Holly Sprixos. — A 
torrespondent writing from Holly Springs, 
Mississippi, under date of the 20th ult., says: 

Our army — at least this portion of it, which 
lately occupying Oxford — is now here. 
The change from a lorwnrd to a retrograde 
movement was caused by the sudden severing 
of its communication with Columbus, its base 
for supplies. And this one act of cowardice, 
or what was equally as culpable, criminal 
carelessness, lias again crippled our army, and 
gone very far toward marring the winter cam- 
paign. On all sides tlie query is propounded, 
wilu unusual earnestness, “Who is to blame 
for the surrender of fiiiolly Springs?'’ Some- 
where there is crime or imbecility connected 
with the transaction. 

By those iTn,o were here at the time it is af- 
firmed that on* forces were fully equal to 
those of the rebels In number, and that Col. 
Murphy, of the 8th Wisconsin, commanding, 
had received information of a more positive 
iCnaracler than officers usually get upon such 
: subjects, of an attack intended upon him. 
Where was also in the place about fifteen hun- 
dred bales of cotlon, which would have made 
defences not easily taken, and yet the post was 
surrendered so readily that the rebels themselves 
were surprised, and probably even disgusted. 
Whether Col. Murphy has the load of guilt to 
bear or not, it is certain that censure at present 
does not snare him. For the sake of all, a 
thorough investigation should be at once in- 
stituted, and the retributive lash applied to 
the shoulders that deserve it, whether they 
bear eagles or stars. Millions of dollars in 
Government property sacrificed, the disgrace 
of surrender entailed, an army crippled, and 
the chances of victory by co-operating with 
the troops at Vicksburg diminished, are the 
results of the affair. The probability which I 
mentioned in ray last from Columbus has be- 
come a certainty, and Memphis is now taken 
as a base for supplies.

Special despatch to the 3Iissouri Republican.] 

Memphis, Dec. 30, via Cairo, Jan. 3. 

An intelligent gentleman who came up 
from our fleet near Vicksburg, reports that the 
Confederates had evacuated Port Hudson, and 
that the fleet from New Orleans was near 
Xatcbes, eu route for Vicksbarg. The Con- 
federates had sent all their steamboats except 
three up Red river to prevent capture. 

The fleet approaching Vicksburg from He- 
lena is reported as very near its destination, 
and we shall doubtless soon learn of active 
hostilities in front of Vicksburg, unless, in- 
deed, the place shall have been surrendered. 

A prisoner from Jackson lmd reported at 
Helena that when he left that place all the 
Confederate troops at Jas kson, except twenty- 
five, had been sentaway; where to, he did not 
know, hut supposed their destination, to he 
Vicksburg. 

By way of Holly Springs we get a report 
that Gen. Price evacuated Grenada several 
days ago. He had gone South. Some sup- 
pose his object to be to get to Vicksburg; oth- 
ers, that it is to enable the Confederates to 
concentrate a large force on the line for which 
they are now striking — Columbus, Paducah 
and Fort Donelson. 

We gather the following items of interest 
from a gentleman who left Holly Springs yes- 
terday morning, and who is well informed as 
to movements in that quarter: 

It is understood that the Memphis aud 
Charleston railroad is open to Lagrange, from 
which point there is already a perfect railroad 
connection. This will afford a shorter line to 
defend, and is in all respects superior to the 
long line which has just been broken. 

We have all beard of the action of the enemy 
along the railroad from Columbus to Jackson, 
but there have been other railroads cut about 
which we have heard nothing. Col. Dickey, 
at the head of Gen. Grant's cavalry, has ut- 
terly destroyed the Mobile and Ohio railroad 
from Okolona to Saltillo, some twenty-seven 
miles. This was done before the late raid 
into Holly Springs. Since then Gen. Grant 
has destroyed the Mississippi Central railroad 
from Coffeeville to Oxford, so that it will be 
utterly impossible for the Confederates tore- 
pair it. 

Lee’s Cavalry followed the Holly Springs 
marauders, and recaptured all the horses, arms, 
and a large portion of the liooty, together with 
a number of prisoners. 

The guerillas were in considerable force yes- 
terday on the Pigeon Roost road, and burned 
several hales of cotton within a few miles of 
town. It seems to he their policy ro hang up- 
on the rear of our troops and gobble up every 
straggler. 

Memphis, Jau. 1, via Cairo 3d. 

The fortifications in the rear of Vicksburg 
do not extend as far as reported. Instead of 
eight miles, they go no further than three. 
As late as Monday week they had no guns 
mounted on tliAvorks in the rear of the town. 
This line is exposed, as the rebels had no idea 
but that Generals Grant and Pemberton would 
have to fight it out before they reached Vicks- 
burg. 

People in Vicksburg admit that they can be 
starved out, but boot at the idea of being 
compelled to give up in any other way. Their 
impression is that a few troops can hold 
the glace securely against all comers and con- 
sequently there are not many troops in sight, 
though it is understood that there are thou- 
sands in easy supporting distance. 

Seventeen Milks cp Vazoo River, ) 

December 27. j 

The march of the expedition down the river 
wasmarkedby much destruction. Half of the 
town of Friar's Point was burned down. 
Plantations below the mouth of White river 
were also burned. Gaiues's Lauding was de- 
stroyed, and a thousand cords of wood oppo- 
site v liken’s Bend were entirely burned up. 
Att y landing place the troops applied the 
torch. 

We arrived at the mouth of the Vazoo on 
Christmas, and moved into the river yester- 
day, debarking troops last night eight miles 
iu the rear of Vicksburg. 

The army moved forward this morning 
early. The day has been spent building bridges 
to cross creeks and bayous. 

Some reports say we will be on the bluffs 
back of Vicksburg at midnight. To-night the 
whole army was ordered to advance at day- 
light to-morrow. Some desultory skirmishing 
took place to-day, from the enemy resisting 
the building of bridges. No great loss was 
sustained on our side, and the work is prose- 
cuted without interruption and with success. 
Evervthing is encouraging, and promises a 
speedy and victorious termination of the siege. 

The enemy is reported to be 14,000 strong, 
and securely intrenched. Rifle pits extend 
entirely around Vicksburg, two miles from 
town. ” Seventy guns are in position, fronting 
on the Mississippi. 

The gunboats made a demonstration on the 
batteries at Harris's Bluff this afternoon. The 
action lasted an hour aud a quarter, and was 
quite brisk. The enemy revealed seven heavy 
rifled guns, all mounted in separate batteries 
ill the face of the bluff. The position is formi- 
dable, defending half that obstructs the river. 

Our troops arc uow getting in order for the 
attack on Vicksburg to-morrow or Monday. 

Farragut and Banks have not yet arrived, 
but are hourly expected. 

Jeff Davis was at Vicksburg from Saturday 
until Tuesday morning. 



Major Frank B. Ward. — We find the fol- 
lowing tribute to the late Major Frank B. 
Ward in the Pittsburg Dispatch: 

The telegraph brings the sorrowful intelli- 
g ce that Major Frank B. Ward, of the An- 
de. u Cavalry, was killed in the buttle of 
Ten* see, meagre details of which have as 
yet be, received. Major Ward was among 
the first to put his name on the roll of the Du- 
quesne Grays, Co B, of the 12th regiment, and 
served as a private in the three months' cam- 
paign. He re-enlisted as a private in the An- 
derson Troop, well known as Buell's Body 
Guard. In August last he returned from 
Huntsville, Ala., with twelve others to recruit 
the Troop to a regiment. Frank, along with 
others, served under McClellan at Antietam, 
having been called suddenly into active service 
from Carlisle during the Cumberland valley 
excitement. The Anderson Cavalry formed 
the extreme right of McClellan's pickets. 

Frank recruited about one hundred and 
thirty men in this county t all of whom accom- 
panied the regiment to Kentucky after its or- 
ganization at Carlisle. He was promoted from 
Sergeant to Captain, and finally was commis- 
sioned as Major. There is a matter connected 
with the history of Major Ward, and known 
to the press but recently, to which it may not 
be, improper to refer to now, briefly, in jus- 
tice to him. 

About October 1st he was dismissed from 
the service for an offence of which lie was en- 
tirely innocent. He was promptly reinstated, 
and no record made of his dismissal or rein- 
statement. His brother, Mr. W. W. Ward, 
and other friends, urged him to resign the mo- 
ment he was honorably reinstated, but be re- 
fused, stating that be would die at the head of 
his brave !»en, which it seems he has done. 
The Colonel of the Anderson Troop regiment 
was pot with it, and the Lieut. Colonel is an 
invalid, tbps leaving Majors Ward and Rosen- 
gartner (son of a wealthy Philadelphian) in 
command, and both have lallen at their posts. 

Major Ward was a son of Dr. William A. 
Ward, dentist, an- old and highly respected cit- 
izen, and died in Ips twenty-first year. Pre- 
vious to entering the service fie was in the 
employ of the Pennsylvania Railroad Do. as 
a clerk. He was held in the highest esteem 
by his acquaintances, and a nobler spirit has 
not fallen in this prolonged and bloody war. 
Arrangements have been made to bring home 
his body.

LETTER FROM M UNFOKDVILLK. 

Mi'NFOKdville, Jan. 2, 1803. 

Cut off, as we have been, for the past eight 
or ten days by reason of the invasion of Ken- 
tucky by Morgan, for the fourth or fifth time, 
and the destruction of the railroad and bridges 
between this place and Louisville, we have 
ao mails, receive no papers, and are in a state 
of ignorance and painful anxiety as to what 
is doing in your city and other portions of the 
State except in this particular locality. And, 
as I know, Messrs. Editors, that in common 
with all men who feel an interest iu the best 
Government ou earth and its perpetuity, who 
have manifested so much anxiety about the 
preservation of the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad, and who have so often sounded the 
alarm aud given notice of the intended 
invasion of Kentucky by Morgan and his 
design on the road, you, I know, feel 
wonder and astonishment at the negligence, 
and want of proper attention on the part of 
some one. Your correspondent does not know 
who is blameworthy, and therefore will not 
charge it on any particular ollieor, yet, as I 
am sure you will wish to know how it has 
happened that the Green river bridge (the 
most important and costly bridge from Louis- 
ville to Nashville, and the coveted object of 
destruction by the rebels) 1ms escaped unin- 
jured, whilst the bridges and portions of the 
road of less importance hare been destroyed 
by the vandals, 1 will tell you. It is simply 
for the reason that the officer in command of 
the post of Munfordville (Col. E. H. Hobson), 
a man of untiring and sleepless energy, a skil- 
ful officer of undoubted courage, always ou the 
lookout and never “ surprise if' was iu com- 
mand of the post. On the 19th December 
hearing that a rebel force was in the State 
Col. Harlan made every preparation to foil tin- 
rebels in any attempt they might make upon 
this point, so important to the success of Rose- 
crans’ army. 

On the 24th our scouts were out and at 
work, aud were certain that the enemy was 
near Glasgow. Our cavalry, which had been 
on the alert several days, penetrated the ene- 
my’s lines by order of Colonel Hobson. Two 
companies of the 2d Michigan cavalry, a no- 
ble and brave set of men, under Captains 
Dickey and Scuyler, met and repulsed Mor- 
gan’s advance in the town of Glasgow, killing 
four or five of the enemy, and taking seven 
prisoners. By this attack and from the pris- 
oners captured Colonel Hobson learned the 
force of .Morgan to bo seven regiments and 
eight pieces of artillery. Our cavalry learn- 
ing that the enemy were being reinforced 
fell back to Cave City. Colonel Shanks, 
of the 12th Kentucky, covering their 
retreat. On the morning of the 25th 
the wires were cut below Cave City, the rail- 
road track slightly injured, and several at- 
tempts were made by Morgan to draw our at- 
tention to that point and weaken our force at 
the bridge. Col. Ilobson, Jhaviug reliable in- 
formation of all the movements of the enemy 
and their crossing the railroad at a point near 
Prewitt’s knob to be a feint, took every pre- 
caution to strengthen his position on both sides 
of the river. On the 25tb, the enemy made a 
demonstration on the south side of the river, 
where they were met and repulsed in hand- 
some style by a squadron of Indiana cavalry 
under Uol. J. P. Gray in front and Col. Shanks’ 
12th Kentucky cavalry in flank. Here we 
captured five prisoners. Morgan finding our 
brave Indianians and; Kentuckians — though 
considerably less than half his number — 
wide awake and ready to meet him and 
being repulsed at three points, fell back several 
miles to Bear Wallow, where another skir- 
mish took place, we capturing 12 prisoners. 
That night the enemy crossed Green river near 
the burnt bridge, 7 miles above this place, and 
went in the direction of Hammonsville and 
Upton, leaving Col. Hobson in the undisputed 
possession of the south side of Green river. 

Morgan, finding that lie could not surprise 
the forces at Munfordville, moved on the 
stockade at Bacon Creek bridge early on the* 
morning of the 2Gth. The 2d Michigan Cav- 
alry, Capt. Dickey commanding, met and at- 
tacked the enemy at Bacon Creek, killing 9 
and wounding several more. The enemy being 
largely reinforced, pressed the 2d Michigan 
back to Munfordville, taking 30 prisoners. At 
this crisis Col. llobson ordered the 12th Ken- 
tucky Cavalry from the Greensburg road, 
nortli of Green river, to cover the retreat of 
the 2d Michigan, and give the enemy battle. 
At the same time, Col. Moore, of the 25th Mi- 
chigan, deployed his skirmishers to the front 
in fine style, as did the 13th Kentucky, Major 
Hobson commanding. The enemy immedi- 
ately fell back to their main force at Bacon 
Creek. Colonel llobson, not having sufficient 
force to drive the enemy from Bacon Creek 
without weakening and endangering this 
point, was compelled to stand with his hands 
tied, while the bridge was destroyed and the 
gallant little band within the stockade with- 
stood the attack of three regiments and l(or- 

f ;an s artillery five hours and a half. This 
ittle band, only fifty-six in number, was corn- 
commanded by Capt. James of one of the Illi- 
nois regiments. Never did a braver officer com- 
mand, no braver men light. All praise is due 
them. To Col. llobson, the indefatigable and 
brave commander of I be post of Munfordville, 
and to officers and soldiers of his command (all 
of whom did their duty), the country and 
army are indebted for the preservation 
of the Green river bridge. I need not 
mention the 13th and 27th Kentucky, who, 
on the field of Shiloh, won imperishable 
laurels, nor tell you that Col. Shanks's 12lh 
Kentucky Cavalry and his officers and men 
behaved well. These regiments are composed 
of Kentuckians — our neighbors and acquaint- 
ances, and are all well known to us — yet I can- 
not, in justice, omit to mention a squad of In- 
diana Cavalry, commanded by Col. Gray, and 
two companies of the 2d -Michigan Cavalry, 

Capt. Dickey commanding, the Illinois, 

Lieut. Col. McCoines commanding, and the 
25th Michigan Infantry, Col. Moore; all of 
them behaved well. This last (Col. Moore's) 
is one of the new regiments. Its officers and 
men are of high social position and of gentle- 
manly and soldierly bearing. The whole reg- 
iment is composed of the best material. When 
not on duty the soldiers are quiet am( orderly, 
and whep you visit their tents you find a de- 
gree of neatness and order that must con- 
tribu e to the health and comfort of the com- 
mand.

Coi.i mbis, Ky., Dec. 31, 18G2. 

It is very difficult to obtain information from 
the front or the various raiding precincts of 
Forrest and his dashing command. Conversa- 
tions with .men just in from Jackson, or be- 
low, and who are really intelligent and appar- 
ently candid, do not agree with each other. 
One man has “ seen and travelled with a large 
force of rebels not twenty miles from here.” 
Another, with Just as late perys, has seen po 
enemy, and does not believe that there is fif- 
teen hundred men with Forrest this side of the 
Tennessee. There is one thing that they seem 
to agree about — that the road is seriously dam- 
aged, and that it will take a long time to re- 
pair it. No less than twenty-three bridges are 
destroyed this side of Jackson, besides long 
strings of trestle work. But repairs are heing 
pushed ahead, and working parties crowded 
up with all the “pressure ' of a regular Po- 
tomac campaign. 

In the meantime our army js not suffering 
for subsistence store?. The country in Ten- 
nessee for a distance of twenty miles each side 
of the Mobile Ohio Railroad is. tq qse the 
expression of a Jjnp officer, hejng "thoroughly 
gutted." Everything in the shape of food is 
gathered from the large and smaller planta- 
tions, and in less than a week there will be 
nothing left even for rats or roaches to feast 
upon. There is not subsistence enough in that 
section of country to feed an aripy and the 
inhabitants, together with the raiding forces 
of the enemy. Somebody, of course, will 
suffer for the want of food. 

The artillery force that has been used ad- 
mirably by the enemy during their dash along 
the road is under the command of Major 
Harry Stone, formerly of St. Louis. 

A Mr. Van Buskirk was captured near 
Trenton. He had quite a tete-a-tete with Gen. 
Forrest, who allowed him to travel with a bug- 
gy to Columbus. lie also told, him to notify 
the citizens of Troy, as he passed through 
there, that himself and command would be 
there at a certain hour, and to have a repast 
prepared for his men. He gave the notice, and 
forthwith every apron etrjng ip tq\yn was har- 
nessed to the hog and haiqiny caissons of the 
kiteben, the phjc(*e^ coop3 Vprp surprised by 
the younger “Americana of 4-frican descent,’ 1 
and the least dply preRfifed 

Large working parties left here yesterday 
with a construction train, escorted by a force 
of infantry and cavalry. They have jiat ns 
yet been interrupted arid are rapidly rebuild- 
ing the road. There is now only a gap of 
twenty-two miles to repair before trains can 
run through.

HISTORY OK THE MORGAN RAID INTO MARIOS 
AN II WASH I SOTOS'. 

Lebanon, Ky., Jan. 2, 1863. 

The last three or four days to us have been 
days of intense interest and concern. They 
were to the^nervous, frightful; to the careful, 
horrible: and to the brave, calming and inter- 
csiiug The name of ".Morgan " lias rather a 
discordant sound t« I he can of many of our 
country men, and, we fear, has a disturbing in- 
fluence over the ears of some of our command- 
ing Generals. We should not be surprised to 
hear before long some of our Kentucky moth 
ers using John's name to drive children to 
sleep. And why, we do not know, unless it is 
because ol his shrewdness in always altackin 
a force inferior to his own. 

For some lime past we have heard of Mor- 
gan’s coming into Kentucky, but until last 
Tuesday no one thought here of his trying to 
approaeli Lebanon. Uu Tuesday morning au 
unusual excitement was noticed by the citi- 
zens, and soon mysterious whisperings were 
heard of immense victory-crowned forces, uu- 
der the invincible John, pressing rapidly to 
Lebanon. Morgan was coming sure — scouts 
reported him rapidly approaching Lebanon, 
and rebels said he had 15,000 men, with a piece 
of artillery for every thousand. Our Provost 
stopped giving passes, and soon our streets were 
filled with men from the country, very much 
frightened, and full of most improbable re- 
ports. 

To understand the actions of the troops 
here after tuesday, it will be well to state the 
number here. Colonel Hoskins, of the 12th 
Kentucky, was commander of the post; Col. 
Craddock, of the 16th Kentucky, had a brig- 
ade under him consisting of the 12th and 16th 
Kentucky and 7th Tennessee. Col. Reid’s 
brigade consisted of the 80lh Indiana and the 
98th and 121st Ohio. The 6th and 9th Ken- 
tucky cavalry were also near Lebanon under, 
the command of their respective commanders. 
The whole force amounted to about 4,500 men, 
some of the regiments being full. 

Tuesday evening, from the best information 
brought iu by scouts and citizens, Morgan, 
with a force, which was estimated at from six 
to eleven thousand men, with three to six 
pieces of artillery, was marching on Spring- 
field. Immediately a heavy reconnoitring 
force under Col. Halisy, consisting of detach- 
ment’ of the Gth and 9th Kentucky Cavalry, 
under Col. Boyle, proceeded towards Spring- 
field. Two miles from Springfield they came 
upon and drove in the enemy’s pickets and 
fired into their camp. Discovering all that 
they were sent out for, and being pressed by 
the enemy, they fell back. It was thought 
there that Morgan expected to escape or make 
his way out from Springfield bv Haysville, 
Hradfordsville, Liberty, and Monticello. To 
ascertain whether he was trying to cross by 
this road, another party, from the Gth Ken- 
tucky, under Major Fidler, and the 9th, under 
Major Farris, was ordered to proceed together 
to Barbour's Mill and ascertain the enemy's 
position if he had not moved and if lie had 
moved, the direction he had taken. Upon 
arriving at Barbour's Mill, Maj. Fidler took 
Capt. Fcnn and Lieut. Murphy and fifty men 
of the Gth Kentucky Cavalry, and proceeded 
towards Springfield. 

Carefully feeling his way, he penetrated, 
wi.h his men, to the centre of the town and 
almost to the centre of the rebel encampment. 
He took his men to within fifty yards of a 
rebel battery, took oue prisoner, tired into the 
battery — killing two men, as we afterwards 
learned from prisoners — and skedaddled, losing 
no men, and gaining much valuable informa- 
tion. A more daring feat than this has not 
been performed during the war. Col. Hoskins, 
feeling assured that the enemy was in force 
in and near Springfield, determined to attack 
in the morning if Morgan failed to attack 
Lebanon. 

Two regiments, under command of Colonel 
Henderson, had been sent from Danville to aid 
Col. Hoskins, but were ordered back by Gen. 
Bayard to Danville on Tuesday morning. 
Tuesday afternoon, by dint of hard work, Col. 
Hoskins got an order from General Bayard for 
these two regiments to come to Lebanon im- 
mediately. Transportation was sent them 
with orders to come to Lebanon as soon as 
possible. Colonel Henderson replied that he 
would leave camp at 4 o’clock in the morning, 
and would thereby have reached Lebanon at 
7 o’clock in the morning. Colonel Hoskins 
then made all preparations to attack the enemy, 
and waited only the arrival of these two 
regiments to commence. The authorities did 
not think the force in Lebanon sufficient to 
successfully attack Morgan, and at the same 
time guard Lebanon. It was necessary to guard 
the town becaust in it were commissary stores 
and other government property to a large 
amount, and very many sick, and it was Well 
known that, to attack .Morgan and at the’same 
time guard the towu and the way of egress 
from his unpleasant situation, it would require 
a larger force than Col. H. had at his disposal. 
.Major- Gratz, of the Gth Kentucky cavalry, 
was ordered to feel the enemy again about 
midnight, which lie did, driving in his pick- 
ets and firing into liis camp. All the force In 
Lebanon was ordered to be under arms and iu 
readiness to move at 4 o’clock in the morning. 
It affords us great pleasure to say that orders 
were never carried out with more alacrity and 
correctness by soldiers than these. 

Many of the regiments were uew — the 7ih 
Tennessee in particular— but all t ame up to 
the time promptly. Jt was noticed by all that 
none were more anxious to meet the invaders 
than these gallant men, exiled from their 
homes by rebels in East Tennessee. Imagine 
Col. Hoskins's chagrin when he heard that the 
gallant (!) Col. Henderson had fallen hack on 
Danville in place of coming to Lebanon as he 
had been ordered. \Ve do not doubt Colonel 
Hoskins’s ability to have utterly scattered 
Morgan had this Colonel Henderson done as 
ordered. Just here it may he permissable to 
state that there seemed to be a want cf unity 
in the labors of Col. Hoskins aud Gen. Bay- 
ard. If Bayard ordered Henderson to fall 
back, after ordering him forward to Lebanon, 
he failed to inform Colonel Hoskins of the 
fact, which he certaiuly ought to have known. 
The blame for Morgan's having escaped should 
rest, if anywhere, on the failure of Col. Hen- 
derson to promptly aud properly report to Col. 
Hoskins. 

As soon as it could be possibly ascertained 
that Morgan had left Springfield — and no man 
could have had a more thorough system of 
scouting and picketing than Colonel H.— 
the cavalry was ordered to go out and ascer- 
tain what route he had taken. Col. Halisy 
took all the men he had iu camp— about 50— 
the remainder being out under Major Gratz 
and others, and proceeded to Springfield. 
Dashing into the town, he captured 6 rebels 
out of a gang of 30. sent them back under es- 
cort to Lebanon, and rapidly pursued the re- 
mainder He captured and rent to Lebanon 
about 20 more. To send these t> Lebanon he 
was compelled to part with most of his squ . d — 
had left, I believe, two of his own regiment 
with private Bosley of the 5th Kentucky 
cavalry, and another, whose name I forget, 
from the 10th Kentucky infantry. Strange 
to say, with these men he dashed frequently to 
within one hundred yards of whole battalions 
of cavalry, firing on them, and in one instance 
killing a rebel within fifty yards of the main 
rebel rear guard! He hung on the rear, re- 
porting the rebel whereabouts promptly to 
Colonel Hoskins. He was a death-angel to 
every rebel who dared leave the main body. 
Finally he got with the Slih Kentucky cavalry, 
and was talking with Colonel Boyle, when 
three rebels started out after them. He, with 
Lieut. Bottoms of the 9th Ky., and Lieut. 
Edwards of the Gth Ky. cavalry, rushed alter 
them immediately. It was a race of life aud 
death. The Colonel was mounted on a horse 
that he had captured from Capt. Carter, of the 
rebel army— a most splendid charger. They 
followed the rehels some two miles, and it is 
supposed fired all their loads out of their pis- 
tols, when the three rebels turned on them and 
captured them. Immediately after capturing 
them, Col. Halisy was shot dead hy a rebel of- 
ficer, the ball penetrating his face ahout one 
inch from his mouth, and about a quarter of 
an inch from his right nostril, killing him in- 
stantly. A citizen named Capchcart reached 
the ground directly after the Colonel fell, 
and asked the rebel officer why he killed 
him. The officer replied, “The d — d sou of a 
b — h shot at me twice after I captured him.” 
A most infamous lie, .because Colonel Halifv 
would never surrender to anyone with loaded 
pistols in his hands, and he was too good a 
shot to miss hjs mark when near it. We do 
not doubt the infernal rogues (they robbed 
Halisy of fiis valuables, and pulled off his hat 
and boots after killing him) killed him in- 
tentionally after eiptur<ng him. S<rious ap- 
prehensions are telt concerning the safety of 
tile two Lieuteuants. In Col. Halisy's death 
the country lose3 a most valuable officer, a most 
excellent soldier, a pure citizen, and a splendid 
scholar. We shall notice him particularly in 
a day or two. He was killed about dark ou 
the 31st of December. Finding the rebels run- 
ning, Col. Hoskins put bis whole force in rapid 
pursuit. So far no battle has been fought. 
Morgan has been compelled in the rapidity of 
his flight to abandon his wagons, caissons, and 
some uf his prisoners. 

We have two or three wagon loads of am- 
munition. John tried his hand at stealing, 
literally taking every horse in the country. 
M e do not think that he will escape, yet the 
lleetness of his horses may save him. It is 
rumored this morning that "Green river bridge 
has been burnt by Morgan. If so, the pursuit 
from here is at an end. F. 

I’. S. It is in all probability correct that 
Green river bridge, twenty miles below Canip- 
bellsville, is burnt. Hoskins is reported and 
believed to have succeeded iu crossing the river 
though. More to-morrow, F.

Cotton Famine in France. — The cotton 
famine prevails, with iucrciwing severity, in 
France. Iu that country it ‘that 

nearly 8,000,000 cotton-spinniug apl^iefy'ere 
hi use, before the supply qf raw* material 
ceased, as against 30^750,000. spindlefl’in Great * 
Britain. The number of person* „ depending 
upon this manufacture in all France is about 
halt a million — a sufficient number^ ill out of 
work, to alarm the Government. I11 the De- 
partment of the Lower Seine, by tbe last ac- 
counts, 100,000 cotton-workers were wholly 
idle, amyt was expected that, in the follow- 
ing week, this number would be increased to 
350.000. There is proportionally le3s cotton 
on hand in France than in England, where 
the speculators keep it in store, to sell it at 
lamine-prices fot home or foreign consump- 
tion. On the other hand, the French ouuricrt, 
or workpeople, bear privation and suffering 
far leflB patiently than the English. Hunger, 
as much as anything else, has caused revolu- 
tions in France. Probably, the facts here 
stated may account for the Emperor Napo- 
leon’s anxiety to obtain a supply of cotton 
from the South. He can care little — in truth, 
he does not care at all — for the interests of tho 
South. All he wants i9 cotton, on which the 
starving operatives may work.

jOST" 'Ye publish in the Journal of this 
morning a statement made on behalf of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company 
touching the refusal of that company to con- 
vey the U. S. mails after the 1st inst. We call 
the attention of the public to the statement. 
It appears clear to 11 s that in this matter the 
Post-Office Department has not dealt fairly 
either with the company or with the 
public. Concerning the action of the Depart- 
ment toward the company the statement speaks 
for itself. As to the Department's special treat- 
ment of the public, we see from the statement 
that as early a3 the 28th of October last the 
Department was distinctly notified that it 
must “make other arrangements forthwith 
tor the transportation of the mails;” and yet, 
though arrangements with the company were 
not renewed, and though a period of more 
than two months has elapsed since this no- 
tification, no “other arrangements” have 
been made. Certainly here is a dereliction 
of duty to the public. It was plainly the 
duty of the Department either to make new 
arrangements with the company or to make 
other arrangements; but, though it has had 
ample time, it ha3 done neither. What ex- 
planation the Department has to offer for its 
neglect we do not knotv. We should like to 
know . Aud so would the public. 



The leaders of the secession movement, 
when they fired the Southern heart and pro- 
duced that volcanic burst which has convulsed 
the continent, did not consider that itt process 
of time the intiamnmble materials might be 
consumed, w ith no possibility of obtaining a 
fresh supply to keep up the eruption. Wc have 
but lew glimpses of the inner life of the South- 
ern Confederacy, but what we do see and hear 
convinces us that rebellion will soon 



- be as wax 



Aud melt in its own tire, 
while the exhausted, dispirited, and suffering 
people must soon find the means to shake off 
the despotic military authority which has co- 
erced and subjugated them. A gentleman 
writing from Charleston, the very cradle of 
the conspiracy, to the Bangor Whig, gives it 
as his opinion that a majority of the residents 
of that city would not mourn to see the old 
flag waving to the breeze over the town 
Tho3C who lirst gave impulse to the rebellion, 
- but are too old to defend it in arms, have gener- 
ally retired to places of security in the interior, 
and left the defence of the maritime cities to the 
conscripts and those leaders who have “set 
their lives upon a cast" aud must “stand the 
hazard of the die.” While desperation nerves 
the arms of those leaders, aud they can con- 
trol their men, there may continue to be some 
show of opposition, but, if the Federal arms 
can achieve one crushing victory before Rich- 
mond to match that in Tennessee, the bubble 
will collapse and secession be a thing Qf the 
post, while the work of reconstructing the 
Union on its old basis will receive the cheer- 
ful co-operation of thousands upon thousands 
of the enfranchised citizens of the seceding 
States. The Union cause has an ally in this 
war which the rebels cannot resist, and that 
is the absolute state of want, bordering on 
famine, which oppresses the insurgent States 
AH the necessaries of life have been swept up 
by Confederate commissaries for the use ol 
their armies, and the people have been left to 
suffer and subsist themselves as best they 
can. Though supplies might be taken from 
the interior districts to the commercial 
cities, which are beleaguered by the Federal 
forces, there are no means of transpor- 
tation; railroad cars, canal boats, wagons, 
and horses, have been impressed for the army 
service, and all the laborers are at work in 
trenches and upon fortifications. This state 
of affairs cannot long be endured; flour at 
thirty dollars a barrel, shoes at fifteen to 
twenty dollars a pair, and all kinds of provis- 
ions and clothing at corresponding prices, 
must soon compel the suffering people to rise 
aud demand the restoration of the former 
“oppression” of the Federal Government, 
which always covered the country with bless- 
ings, benefits, smiling peace, and luxuriant 
plenty. 

Those who write from the Confederacy, in 
the interests of the rebel government, may 
deny this extreme of suffering, but, from the 
best sources of information, we can have no 
doubt that it exists in frightful proportions. 
The Charleston writer, to whom wc have re- 
ferred, prophesies, that, when the city falls into 
the power of the Federal Government, there 
will be such a different stato of affairs there 
from what is generally anticipated as to sur- 
prise many outside of it and many iu it. lie 
says the leaders of secession are thoroughly 
killed oft' as far as future influence goes, and 
that such men as Robert Barnwell lthett are 
completely detested even in South Carolina. 
Rebellion, like Saturn, must destroy its own 
children in the hope to preserve power, but 
eventually it will find some avenger who will 
compensate the deluded people tor all their 
misery. While some of the loyal presses of 
the North speak despoudingly of the absence 
of Union sentiment in the South, this writer 
asserts that there is no want of love for the old 
government, but the power of the govern- 
ment must be show'n to be strong enough to 
occupy and possess the territory; but, says he, 
“once give t\s a chance, and the pressure of the 
peril off, the welkin will ring with joy at the 
downfall of the Confederate Government; but 
a : long as the Confederate Government is the 
one which exercises exclusive power over us; 
as long as Virginia stands defiantly in front of 
the Federal army, so long will all men hesi- 
tate to take liie risk of openly espousing the 
Union cause. We hear the same opinion 
given by General Andrew Johnson of the 
condition of public feeling in Tennessee, and 
we know that wherever the Federal arms 
have advanced the Union cause has found ad- 
vocates, until people's hearts became terrorized 
by the fear that our armies would fall back 
again, and leave them to the terrible vengeance 
of the railitary’despots whose will is law and 
whose only arguments arc the bayonet and 
the sword. 

If the men who are charged with the con- 
duct of affairs at Washington, and especially 
those who direct the movements of our ar- 
mies, would look at these plain facts without 
having their vision distracted by emancipa- 
tion strabismus, there could be a glorious and 
speedy termination of the rebellion. Let the 
slavery question alone to take care of itself 
under the local laws which recognize it, and 
deal hearty, zealous, aud effectiye blows at the 
vast insurrection, which has assumed hydra 
proportions. Unity of purpose will prove 
the Hercules to overcome it, an i destroy its 
various heads by consuming fire. If our ar- 
mies will devote themselves solely to the 
crushing out of- the rebellion, and the restora- 
tion of the supremacy of the laws in the se- 
ceding States, the genius of our American in- 
stitutions will survive the shock it has re- 
ceived, and we will soon be able to hail the 



adyentof pMco, with a taunlted oouniry, ftai 
a people, chastened by the errors of the past, 
piore closely" knit in bonds of fraternity by 
the necessities of mutual dependence and for- 
bearance. 

British statesmen are beginning to en 
tertain more correct views of our international 
troubles, and we find that their speeches are 
more reasonable and intelligent. An address 
delivered by E. A. Lentham, member of the 
Imperial Parliament, to his constituents at 
Huddersfield, is a remarkable evidence of this, 
and a London correspondent of the Philadel- 
phia Inquirer, who reports it, says the two 
facts that such a speech has been made by a 
leading member of Parliament, and that the 
sentiments it contained were received with en- 
thusiastic applause by a highly intelligent and 
respectable English audience, are significant, 
both of the real feeling of the English masses 
and of the changes which have taken place 
among English politicians themselves. Mr. 
Leathern regards it as certain “that unless the 
firm mind of the North would change and 
shrink from these sacrifices which were ne- 
cessary to ensure success, or unless Europe 
should interpose in order to break the block- 
ade, the process which is now silently and 
surely going on must ultimately end in the 
complete prostration and exhaustion of the 
South.” He thought, therefore, that the re- 
duction of the South was a mere question of 
time; of endurance upon the one hand and of 
pcrseverencc upon the other. \Ve find, also, 
as another evidence of tho change which has 
come over the English mind, that Mr. Spence, 
the great organ of the secession sympathizers 
in Great Britain, has been defeated in his ef- 
forts to amend Mr. Cobden’s resolutions before 
the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce. Alter 
protracted discussions on the propositions con- 
cerning commercial blockades, the capture of 
private property at sea, and other analogous 
subjects, that body endorsed Mr. Cobden’s 
views by voting down Spence’s substitute 
nearly two to one. 

Mr. Leatham is right. Let the war be pros- 
ecuted vigorously and wisely, and the end 
cannot fail to be glorious. But while we deal 
hard blows and make deep marks upon the 
rebellion, we must inflict them “more in sor- 
row than in anger," and never forget that, 
though the rebels have outraged and defied 
the laws and spurned all allegiance to the 
Constitution, we must enforce them to return 
to their duties by always holding up the ad- 
vantages they have lost by their contumacy and 
the blessings to be derived from their return 
to the performance of their obligations as good 
citizens. The firm mind of the loyal people 
"must not change or shrink from sacrifices 
which are necessary to ensure success, and 
then, in the language ofMr. Leatham, the pro 
cess which is now silently and surely going on 
must ultimately end in the complete prostra 
tion and exhaustion of the disloyal South. 
The prostration must not be that of death, nor 
the exhaustion that of helpless subjugation, 
but of such a character that restoration 
will bring back brothers cruelly estranged, 
but brothers still, who can be cordially wel 
corned, when penitent, to the old tics, the 
old fraternity, the old Union, and the old com 
mon sharing of every individual and national 
blessing. 

Stay- The National Intelligencer, referring 
to the scheme of foreign mediation and arbi- 
tration which is acquiring such favor with 
the radicals, says: 

There are three ways in which it has been 
proposed to end the war. 

One is “to conquer a peace” by military 
movements, conducted on military principles 
and directed against the military power of the 
insurgents. This way seems latterly to have 
fallen into disrepute. 

Another, and with some a favorite plan, 
proposed to conquer the insurgents by plying 
them with paper “proclamations of freedom,” 
calling on the “loyal blacks ’ to desert the ser- 
vice of their “rebel masters” and to flock to 
the banners of the Union. It is perhaps prop- 
er that those who were earliest and most confi- 
dent in predicting the success of this plan 
should now be the first to discount its foreseen 
failure by invoking “foreign mediation”ns the 
third and last resort for ending the war — by 
"arbitration.” 

On all sides, as the New York Journal of 
Commerce says, we hear the Administration 
supporters proposing to accept foreign inter- 
vention. What docs this mean? Are the 
radicals desirous of adopting this method of 
having the Union declared at an end, and two 
governments acknowledged by foreign na- 
tions? It looks like it. Who arc the men 
that want foreign governments to decide an 
American quarrel? Who are the men that 
propose to go back a century and ask Eu 
rope to decide on the existence of an Ameri- 
can republic? Do they intend to submit to 
the drawing of a line across this continent by 
some nation that cannot even speak our lan 
guage? A radical paper proposes Switzerland 
as the arbitrator. The idea is ridiculous. The 
only man in Switzerland that knows the dif- 
ference between Maine and South Carolina is 
a French refugee, and he has shown by his 
published works a very muddled idea of the 
American system. It would be as sensible to 
propose the Sultan of Turkey or the King of 
the Cannibal Islands. Shall we open a bal- 
lol-box in Neuchatel, and let the American 
States deposit their votes in it? IIow other- 
wise can we expect the Swiss Cantons to de- 
cide intelligibly whether Maryland shall go 
North or South, whether Kentucky shall be 
in the Union or out of it, whether the line 
of division shall be a lalidudinal line north of 
the slave States, or a longitudinal line like the 
east side of New York, or the Connecticut 
river. For that they would draw a line some- 
where is a matter of course, since the very 
arbitration Would imply two existing powers, 
and the wiseacres of Europe would not both- 
er themselves to hear a radical argument 
against slavery, or settle questions about who 
caused the division. 

No, sirs; let Americans settle the American 
quarrel; at all events, do not imagine that the 
people of this country will be content to allow 
a radical Administration to throw away the 
hope ot the American Union by submission 
to foreign mediation. If this Administration 
cannot save the Union, let them not destroy 
it. They cease to exist when the Union ceases 
to exist. Let them step aside before they 
come to such a suicidal determination, and al- 
low American statesmen to attempt the salva- 
tion of the American Union on an American

Vicksburg Occupied by the Federal Army! 
The Mississippi River Open! 



We learn through the medium of a tele- 
grapdie despatch, from Gen. U. S. Grant to 
the War Department, that the Jackson (Miss.) 
Appeal admits the capture of Vicksburg by 
the Federal army under command of General 
Sherman. The report had already reached us 
through other channels, but in such question- 
able shape that we could not give it full 
credence. 

This great result has been brought about, 
doubtless, through the bravery and gallantry 
of the troops under Gen. Sherman's command, 
as we have received no assurances of the co- 
operation of the forces sent forward by Gen. 
Banks from New Orlesns. 

It is rumored that as one of the results of this 
great conquest no less than ten thousand rebel 
prisoners have fallen into our hands, together 
with all the munitions of war and army stores 
necessary to the equipment and subsistence of 
a vast army.

©Sy-Intelligence has been received in this 
city of the death of John E. Hutchins from 
wounds received in the fight at Fredericks- 
burg. He was a member of the Fourteenth 
Indiana regiment volunteer infantry, which 
corps left Vincennes, Ind., under Col. Nathan 
Kimball, and was attached to the brigade of 
Maj. Gen. George B. McClellan. This regi- 
ment took part in all the battles of Western 
Virginia under McClellan, Rosecrans, Cox, 
and others, until they were ordered to Eastern 
Virginia, under Gen. Shields. They took part 
in the battle of Winchester, and made the cel- 
ebrated charge on the stonewall that Jackson 
was behind. During this charge there were 
three color-bearers shot down in the Four- 
teenth Indiana while they were advancing, 
when the subject of this notice picked up the 
colors and carried them through the fight 
safely. He was in the seven days' fight before 
Richmond, under McClellan, at South Moun- 
tain, and Anteitam, and was killed in hi9 
twenty-first battle, at Fredericksburg, having 
never before been wounded or disabled in any 
manner. He was a noble specimen of the loyal 
soldier, fearless under danger, and died as the 
hero would choose to die, amid the battles’jroar. 
He has many relatives in this city, who mourn 
the loss of a gallant kinsman. 

Gen. Giunt’s Okdkr Against the Jews. — 
The great injustice and unpopularity of Gen. 
Grant’s recent order expelling the Jews from 
his lines U daily becoming more apparent. 
The Cincinnati Enquirer of Saturday treats 
the subject with the severity which itdeserves, 
and, in conclusion, say9 that, among the con- 
demned class there are good and bad, as in all 
classes. There are black sheep in every flock. 
But us a class, our observation enables us to 
say that a more law-abiding class of citizens 
we do not know. We can bear this testimony 
of them: They interfere with nobody’s reli- 

gion. They are not mischief-makers, or in- 
termeddlers in the affairs of other people. 
They do not go about the country lecturing on 
either women’s or negro rights, stirring up 
strife, contention, ill will, and hatred. We 
believe them, as a class, to be as honest in their 
opinions and conduct, as citizens, as any 
other. Gen. Grant has done them great 
wrong, and should immediately, with the 
frankness and fearlessness of a true 9oldier, 
withdraw or modify his order, and apologize 
for the insult he has put on the Israelites os a 
class. 

Messrs. Noclr, Wicks, k Co., of this 
city, and Messrs. Hall & Co., of Columbus, 
Ohio, who some time since formed a copart- 
nership for the manufacture of tobacco in the 
penitentiary at Jeffersonville, have com- 
menced operations in earnest. It will be re- 
aembered that they have made a contract 
with the Indiana State authorities for the ser- 
vices of the convicts at the rate of forty cents 
per day. They are now prepared to employ 
the entire force in the prison. 

The New City Engineer. — We are gratified 
to learn that his honor Mayor Delph has con- 
ferred the appointment of City Engineer upon 
Mr. Geo. Stealey. The appointment was made 
this morning ; and, although it is but temporary, 
we presume he will be promptly elected by the 
General Council to fill the unexpired term of the 
late Mr. Gray. Mr. Stealey is a most accom- 
plished engineer, having filled that position 
under the municipal government for a number 
of years to the fullest satisfaction. 

Theatre. — Mr. and Mrs. Conway were 
•warmly received last evening, and the thrill- 
ing drama oftbe “Peep O’ Day’’ may be classi- 
fied among the decided dramatic successes of 
the time. The incidents of the play are excit- 
ing — sometimes painfully exciting; and many 
of the scenes are charming. We do not won- 
der that we are to have a repetition of the piece 
this evening. Indeed we would be surprised 
if it were not repeated more than once.

The Rebels Fled to Tullahoma! 

We have by telegraph this morning the first 
official announcement of the great Federal 
victory at Murfreesboro. The War Depart- 
ment at Washington is informed by telegraph, 
through Gen. Mitchell, that the battle, or se- 
ries of battles, which opened on the 29th ult. 
and raged during the succeeding five days, re- 
sulted in a victory to the Federal arms, Gen. 
Rosecrans occupying Murfreesboro, the goal 
of his ambition. 

We also received despatches from M urfrees- 
boro, as well as Nashville, last evening, which 
fully confirm the report made by General 
Mitchell to the War Department. A friend in 
whom we confide assures us that Bragg’s army 
was retreating on Sunday morning in the di- 
rection of Tullahoma, and that our cavalry 
was in pursuit. 

From the best information we can receive, 
the rebels commenced the evacuation of Mur- 
freesboro at one o’clock on Sunday morning, 
and at noon on Sunday Gen. Rosecrans took 
possession of the place. Before Murfreesboro 
had been formally occupied by our troops, 
however, the cavalry force, under command 
of Gen. Stanley, started in pursuit of the re 
treating rebels, and that which began as au 
orderly retreat, was changed to a complete 
rout. 

A large number of rebel prisoners have 
therefore been captured, together with vast 
quantities of arms and ammunition. Indeed 
wc do not entertain a doubt that the victory 
over the superior rebel force has been complete. 

Our telegraphic correspondent adds that 
Gen. Rousseau was conspicuous in the fight of 
Saturday night, in which the tide of battle 
was turned against the foe, and, to use the 
writer's language, “covered himself with 
glory.” 

In his despatch to the War Department Gen. 
Mitchell half expresses a fear that reinforce 
ment will be sent to Bragg's army from Vir- 
ginia. The announcement that Col. Carter 
has succeeded in cutting off railroad connec 
tion between Middle Tennessee and Virginia 
inspires us with a hope that the rebels will 
fail in the attempt to reinforce Bragg from 
the army of the Rappahannock in time to 
save him from more serious embarrassment 
than he has yet experienced.

Interesting Details of the Battles. 

We find the following special despatches in 
the Cincinnati Gazette: 

Battle-field on Stone’s River, ) 
Near Mcrerkesuoro, Tenn., Jan. Z. i 

Our losses have been serious. Since Wednes- 
day moruingthey amount to about 4,000 killed 
and wounded, of which GOO were killed. Our 
loss of prisoners is several thousand, and the 
enemy on the first day raptured about twenty- 
six guns and disabled six. Wc captured four 
from them on Wednesday. The rebel loss, 
estimated by themselves, was between 4,000 
and 5,000 killed and wounded, including 
Brig.-Gencral Rains killed. Altogether we 
have captured about 1,000 prisoners from all 
the Southern States. Gen. Cheatham's Ad- 
jutant-General and sundry field officers were 
captured. 

Among the casualties on our side additional 
to those already forwarded, are Col. Schaefer, 
commanding a Missouri brigade, in Sheridan's 
division, Lieut.-Col. Cotton, of Ky., Lieut. - 
Col. Tanner, 22d Indiana, Major Pic Russell, 
Oth Ohio, all killed. 

Among the wounded are Colonel P. T. ! 
Swaiue, 99th Ohio, through the arm; Colonel j 
Scott, 19th Illinois, badly; Colonel Nick An

Battle-field of Stone's River, 1 
Tennessee, Jan. 3. j 

It rained bard all this day. Both armies 
suspended hostilities save skirmishing. This 
evening we battered down a rebel house which 
concealed sharp shooters, and after short fight- 
ing, drove the enemy out of cover from which 
they damaged us. 

Unless the enemy attack, Sunday will per- 
haps be quiet. 

Up to this date our killed and wounded, in- 
cluding skirmishing, amount to nearly 5,000. 
An unusual proportion of the wounds are se- 
vere. The killed are about one-fifth of the 
wounded. 

The Murfreesboro Rebel Banner of yesterday 
admits a rebel loss of 0,000 in Wednesday’s 
battle. Prisoners state that Generals Hardee 
and Hanson were killed.

able to report a glorious success for the arms 
of the Union. The operations up to i o’clock 
yesterday had been conducted on a scale of 
unparalleled grandeur, almost equaling the 
sublimest military occurrences during the days 
of Napoleon. The battle of Wednesday dis- 
played in a most striking manner the valor of 
our troops, the earnestness of our officers, and 
the genius of Gen. Rosecrans; but the result, 
on the whole, seemed to be against us, and 
there was a general feeling of despondency 
throughout our army. 

On Thursday there was“littlc disposition 
manifested on either side to renew the battle, 
and this feeling continued until after the can- 
nonade of Friday morning, the result of which 
did much to encourage and inspire our sol- 
diers, and make them ready for the great 
event that took place in the afternoon of that 
day. Gen. Van Cleve’s division, belonging to 
Gen. Crittenden’s corps, had been thrown 
across Stone river on Thursday, in anticipa- 
tion of an assault upon our left, similar to that 
upon our right on Wednesday, or for a pur- 
pose which perhaps it is not now prudent to 
intimate. It was posted upon a low eminence, 
almost overlooking Murfreesboro, and in this 
situation formed, as indeed it had done before, 
the extreme left wing of our army. 

It was about four o'clock in the evening, 
when no one anticipated a renewal of the 
battle, that the rebels advanced in overwhelm- 
ing force, underthe command of Breckinridge, 
who seems to have been all day in charge of 
the right wing of their army, and threw them- 
selves with terrible impetuosity upon Van 
Clcve’s division. This portion of our forces 
was in command of Colonel Beatty, of the 
19th Ohio, General Van Cleve having been 
wounded on Wednesday. The assault of the 
enemy was speedily announced to the rest of 
the army by a dreadful war of artillery and a 
deafening rattle of musketry. Everybody 
rushed instantly to arms, and all seemed 
anxious to engage the enemy at once. For 
half an hour the gallant men of Van Cleve's 
division held their own against five times 
their numbers, but finding it impossible to 
withstand one-third of the entire rebel army 
began to give ground. Two brigades slowly 
retired, the enemy following with great de- 
termination, until at length our men were 
pushed into the river, many of them dyeing 
the water with their blood. The third brigade 
stood its ground somewhat longer and fought, 
if possible, more obstinately; still they too 
were just on the point of giving way when 
Negley's Division, which was near the center 
when the battle began, came rushing up to 
the rescue, with loud cheers. 

The soldiers advanced to the river side, de- 
livered a few terrible volleys, which effectu- 
ally checked the rebel onset, and then plunged 
into the stream itself and waded across, all 
the time pouring their bullets into the face of 
the foe. An adjacent hill, covered with woods, 
was just upon the other side of the river, and 
upon ascending a tolerably steep bank, a fence 
was reached, which separated the woods from 
the open ground through which the river runs. 
Here the rebels attempted to make a stand, and 
poured a leaden bail into our ranks as they 
clambered up the river bank; but the soldiers 
of the Union were no longer to be checked. 
They rushed up to the fence and hurled the 
enemy away from it at the point of the bayo- 
net. The whole woods then resounded with 
the roar of battle, our men continuing to drive 
the enemy steadily before them. Colonels T. 
R. Stanley and Miller, commanding brigades, 
urged forward their men with dauntless cour- 
age, and drove the rebels entirely out of the 
woods and across some cornfields which lay 
just in trout of the last strip of timber which 
separated our army from Murfreesboro. These 
cornfields were literally covered with the rebel 
dead and dying. 

The enemy bad now been driven a mile and 
a half, and nothing but the coming of night 
prevented the gallant Negley and his men 
from passing into Murfreesboro. I rode over 
the field at ten o'clock that night. Our forces 
held undisputed possession of the contested 
ground. The slaughter of tile enemy was ter- 
rible to contemplate. The woods by the river 
and cornfields, resounded with the groans of] 
the wounded and dying. At least two thou- 
sand of the enemy fell in this glorious affair, 
while our own loss could not have exceeded 
five hundred. More Ilian a thousand prison- 
ers were left in our hands. Several rebel flags 
were captured, and at least one battery of ar- 
tillery.

This battle (Antietam) has been the most 
sanguinary of the war, and the only one 
fought with visible design and upon military 
principles.

On the morning of the 3lst the enemy 
attacked our forces at daylight. Ever since 
that time the fight has been progressing. 
Thi9 is the fifth day in the same locality. If 
the whole Richmond army does not get here 
our success i9 certain. The fighting has been 
terrible. Our army has the advantage and 
will hold it God willing. I cannot give par- 
ticularly. Our officers have suffered terribly. 

I have ii(®nl nothing of importance since ten 
o’clock laet night, and at that time everything 
was favorable to us.

To Jl. W. Hallcek, General-in-Chief: 

On the- 26th of December we marched from 
Nashville in three columns— Gen. McCook by 
the Nolinsville pike, Gen. Thomas, from his 
encampment on Fratklin’s pike via Wilson's 
pike, and Gen. Crittenden on the main Mur- 
freesboro pike. Our left and centre met with 
a strong resistance, such as the nature of the 
country permits. The rolling or hilly routes 
skirted by cedar thickets, and farms intersect- 
ed by small streams, with rocky bluff-banks, 
formed many serious obstacles. 

Gen. McCook drove Gen. Hardee's corp3 a 
mile and a half from Nolinsville and occupied 
the place. 

Gen.Crittenden reatjted to within a mile and 
a half of Lavcrgne. 

Gen. Thomas reached Wilson's Pike, meet- 
ing with no serious opposition. 

On the 27th Gem. McCook drove Hardee 
from Nolinsville, aind pushed a reconnoitering 
division six miles toward Shelbyville, which 
found that Hardee Had retreated towtual Mur- 
freesboro. 

Gen. Crittenden fbught and drove the ene- 
my before him, occupying the line of Stew- 
art s creek and capturing some prisoners, with 
slight loss. Gen. Thomas occupied the vicin- 
ity of Nolinsville, when he was partially sur- 
prised, thrown into confusion, and driven 
back. Gen. Sheriditn's division had repulsed 
the enemy four times and protected the flank 
of the centre, which not only- held its own, 
but advanced until this untoward event, 
which compelled me to retain the left wing 
and support the right until it could be raJlied 
and assume a new positiou. On the 1st the 
rebels opened by- an attack on us, and were 
again repulsed. On the 2d instant there was 
skir nishing along the front, with threats of 
an attack, until 3 o'clock P. M., when the en- 
emy advanced and threw a small division 
across Stone river to occupy the commanding 
ground there, while reconnoitering the ground 
occupied by this division, which had no artil- 
lery. 

I saw a heavy forca coming from the woods ad- 
vancing in line of tattle three lines deep. They 
drove our little division before them. After 
sltap contest, winch we lost 70 or 80 killed 
and 373 wounded, they were finally repulsed 
by General Negley's division and the remain- 
ing troops of the left wing of Gen. Morton's 
jioneer brigade, and fled far over the field and 
jeyond their intrenchments, their officers ral- 
lying them with great difficulty. They lost 
heavily. We occupied the ground with the 
left wing last night. The lines were comple- 
ted at fonr o'clock in the morning. 

Nashville, Jan. 5. 

The rebels attacked our forces on Saturday 
at seven o'clock P. M., posted strongly in rifle 
[tits, but were repulsed with terrible slaughter. 
The fight continued two hours. At 1 o'clock 
on Sunday morning the rebels commenced 
their retreat. At noon Stanley’s cavalry en- 
tered Murfreesboro, and captured prisoners, 
stores, and guns. Our troops in force occupied 
Murfreesboro this morning. The enemy have 
gone to Tullahoma. 

The mail from Louisville arrived to-night. 
Fifty-four hundred of our wounded are in Mur- 
freesboro. There are no Confederates nor guer- 
Tlas on theroads. Cheatham is reported to have 
been killed by a shell in a house at Murfreesbo- 
ro. Theenetnyare whipped outand gone.. Mc- 
Cown, rebel, is certainly killed. 

The Cumberland river has risen four and a 
half feet since last night. 

Cairo, Jan. 4. 

The Memphis Bulletin, just received, says 
the steamer Ratttler has arrived from the fleet 
at Vicksburg, which place she left on Monday 
evening. The fighting had been going on five 
days, commencing on Wednesday. Up to Mon- 
day morning Sherman had captured three 
lines of the enemy’s works, and the fury of the 
firing on the fourth and last line of defence on 
the Vicksburg and Jackson raod had ceased. 
Indications were that it had surrendered. This 
line was just two miles from Vicksburg, aud 
nothing between Sherman and the city but 
the trestle work of the railroad. 

Before taking the fortifications General 
Sherman sent a brigade to cut off communi- 
cation with the city by the Shreveport rail- 
road, which work wa9 successfully performed. 
General Sherman was reinforced on Sunday 
by 9,000 men from Grant's army by way of 
the river. The whole Federal force before 
Vicksburg is now 40,000. 

The lastest accounts are that we had cap- 
tured ten guns and some prisoners. 

Nothing yet been heard of the forces below 
Vicksburg. 

The steamer Judge Torrence was twice tired 
on while passing Millikenviile. In reinitia- 
tion the Rattier turned the town. 

(ien. Sullivan, with a force of 6,000 men, 
was attacked on Thursday morning at Hunts^ 
Cross Rroads, twelve miles from Lexington," 
Tenn. A severe engagement ensued, lasting 
all day. A gunboat patroling the river pre- 
vented the rebels crossing. They fought des- 
peratel * but finally were routed and scattered, 
with the loss of 1,400 in killed and wounded, 
and 400 captured. We also took 300 horses, 
nearly 1,000 stand of arms, and a battery of 
six guns. The Union loss is 800 killed and 
wounded. These losses may be exaggerated, 
hut it is certain that they were very heavy. 

Washington, Jan. 4. 

The material result of Stuart's cavalry raid 
was one Government wagon half filled with 
oats. 

Balloon observations, nine hundred feAt 
high, revealed to our commanders last week 
that the number of rebel infantry camped 
across the Rapahannock was largely dimin- 
ished. 

The Richmond papers of Friday contain the 
following despatch, which is official in the 
rebel War Department: 

Murfreesboro, Jan. 1. — Wo assailed the 
enemy at two o'clock this morning, and, after 
ten hours’ hard fighting, have driven him 
from every position, except his extreme left, 
where he has successfully resisted us. With 
the exception of this point, we occupy the 
field. We captured tour thousand prisoners, 
including two Brigadier-Generals, thirty-one 
pieces of artillery, and 9ome teams. Uur loss 
is heavy, but that of the enemy much greater.

Charleston, Dec. 31. — The British ®team 
sloop Petrel, from Fort Monroe, has arrived 
off the bar. She was visited by Mr. Bunch, the 
British Consul, to-day, and will come up to 
the city. 

The schooner Emma Tuttle, captured by 
Vaukee cruiser and put in charge of a prize 
crew, has been re-captured by the original of 
fleers and crew, wtio were confined on board 
and taken back to Nassau with the prize crew 
as prisoners. 

Vicksburg, Dee. 39 — A courier has just ar- 
rived, who states that the enemy attempted to 
turn our lines again this morning, but nfter a 
severe combat were repulsed with heavy loss. 
No further particulars at present. The loss of 
the enemy is said to bo about 300 killed and 
wounded; our loss 50 killed and wounded. 

New York, Jan. 5 

A London letter in the World states, if the 
writer is not misinformed, that the Govern-

Up to 2 o'clock P, M., not a word of news 
from our army in Tennessee had reached the 
agency of the Associated Press. 

A special dcs|>atch from Falmouth on Lite 3d 
inst., gives an account of a recent reconnois- 
sance iu force to Morrisville, on this side of the 
Rappahannock. Forty-eight miles were made 
in thirty hours. Several pickets were captured, 
and the force returned in good condition. 

One of the regiments crossed the Rappahan- 
nock and penetrated seven miles into the inte- 
rior, but found no rebel cavalry or infantry in 
force.

Washington, Jan. 5. 

There is nothing iu tile recent advices from 
ottr Ministers in Europe indicating a change 
in the policy of non-intervention. 

President Jaurez writes hopefully of the 
ability of Mexico to defeat the project of the 
French towards the Capital. 

The iron-clads were sent from Fortress Mon- 
roe to Wilmington, the object being to cut off 
the railroad connection with Charleston. 

Washington, Jan. 4. 

The belief that no troops have been with- 
drawn from our front and sent to reinforce 
Bragg is very general among our commanding 
officers. 

The weather is warm aqd clear. 

(Spjciftl Despatch to the Missouri Democrat.] 
Cairo, Jan. 4. 

The steamer Swallow has just arrived from 
Memphis, direct from Vicksburg, bringing 
important news. 

General Sherman commenced the attack on 
Wednesday, and up to Monday morning, at 
the time the Rattler left, had captured three 
lines of the enemy’s works, and the attack on 
the fourth aud last lineot defence, which was 
on the Jackson and Vicksburg Railroad and 
two miles from the town, had ceased, and the 
indications were that the rebels had surren- 
dered. After this last work there was noth- 
ing betwe.-n Sherman and the city but the 
trestle work of the railroad. 

There is no doubt here but Vicksburg is 
our. 

Nine thousand fresh troops arrived from 
Grant’s command, by way of the river, on_ 
Sunday night, aud were received with deaf-" 
ening cheers. 

Previous to tho taking of the fortifications, 
Sherman sent a force to cut off communica- 
tion with the city by the Shreveport Railroad, 
which was successfully accomplished. 

When the Rattler left, we had captured 10 
guns and 700 prisoners. 

Wc cannot learn that there was any co-op- 
eration from below, nor did the gunboats seem 
to have taken any point. 

Sunday night the Rattler made a reconnois- 
sance down the river, which extended to a 
point opposite the upper batteries, expecting 
to see the gunboat Essex, as she was expected] 
but she had not arrived. 

The gunboats Black Hawk, Benton, Baron 
DeKalb, and Louisville, with five lighter boats, 
had engaged a battery near Yazoo City, with 
what effect was not known. 

Gen. Sherman’s forces, now about 50,000 
strong, landed from sixty-nine transports. 

Six miles below Napoleon, the Rattler found 
one of our coal barges, taken from the Blue 
Wing, scuttled aud sunk in three feet of wa- 
ter. The rebels were working away taking 
out coal as last as possible, for the use of the 
Lizzie Simmons, which is expected out of tho 
Arkansas as soon as it rises. The rebels used 
an underskirt for a flag of truce. The Rat- 
tler stopped and took on 500 tons of coal and 
some of the crew, and a State flag. 

The Conestoga is acting police between the 
White and Arkansas rivers. 

Near Miilikiiisville the ammunition boat 
Judge Torrence on Monday was fired at twice. 
The Rattler, in retaliation, threw 76 rounds 
of shell into the village, destroying the princi- 
pal part of it by fire. 

It is reported that Captain Gwinu is dead. 

General McClernand, oil board the Tigress 
had reached Napoleon. The Tigress, convoyed 
by the rams Lancaster, Blue Wing, and Gla- 
diator, was captured by field pieces, and not 
by a battery, as reported at Helena. 

On Sunday night fifteen rebels dashed into 
town and captured nineteen prisoners with- 
out firing a gun. 

The rebel Forrest is paying for his recent 
fun. Gen. Sullivan overtook him last Wed- 
nesday at Hunt's Cross-roads, twelve miles 
cast of Lexington, and attacked him with 
about 6,000 men. The battle continued near- 
ly all day, resulting in great rebel skedaddling, 
not, however, without loss — report says over 
1,000 killed and wounded. We have" taken 
500 prisoners, with arms, horses, kc., and 
eight pieces of artillery. 

Col. Lawler, at last accounts, was pursuing 
the fugitives, and, as the Tennessee is not 
fordable, the hope is that all willyet be taken. 

The rebel Col. Napier, next in command to 
Forrest, is killed; Major Strong, Forrest's Ad- 
jutant, is a prisoner. 

Jefperson City, Mo., Jan. 5. 

The following resolution, offered in the 
House to-day, was referred to the committee 
on Federal Relations: 

Resol red by the House, the Senate concurring, 
That the proclamation issued by President 
Lincoln, on the 22d of September, and the 
supplementary proclamation on the 1st of 
January, will inaugurate a most important 
epoch in American history, and, meeting our 
full endorsement, we earnestly and respectfully 
urge its rigid enforcement, aud will use our 
beBt endeavors to sustain it. 

In the Senate a joint resolution was offered 
to memorialize Congress to carry out the orig- 
inal assessment orders against secessionists. 

The Speaker of the House appointed a com- 
mittee to inquire whether any Government 
officer or employee has au interest in any of 
the banking or moneyed institutions having 
contracts with the Government. 

The House resumed the consideration of the 
bill to annul all treaties with certain Sioux 
Indians in Minnesota, and to relieve the suf- 
ferers by the late outrages, appropriates a mil- 
lion and a half out of, and thus extinguishes 
the trust fund of these Indians. Commission- 
ers will hear complaints, Ac. A reserve of 
160 acres of land to be set apart tor each In- 
dian who exerted himself to stay the massa- 
cre, also to receive $50 each, and have their 
lands stocked, kc. Bill passed — 78 against 17.

Resignation of an Army Officer — He is 
Court-Martiallkd. — A correspondent writ- 
ing from Gen. Burnside’s array says: 

Tie first and only drum-head court-martial 
that was ever heard of during our connection 
with the army, came off this afternoon, the 
party arraigned being one Lieut. Jacob A. 
Covington, of Co. I, 40th New York regiment. 
His crime being no other than that of treason, 
in sending in his resignation, in which he 
states “that lately his sentiments have under- 
gone a radical change, his feelings having 
changed towards the South, and that fie no 
longer wants to be an enemy of theirs.” 

His division commander, Gen. Birney, or- 
dered bis immediate arrest, placed him itt close 
confinement, and ordered a drum-head court- 
martial to at oucc assemble and try him. They 
were in session this afternoon: what the sen- 
tence is we do not know, as before being made 
known it must be approved of by his corps 
aud grand division commander. 

Thp. Captain of the Gunboat Benton. — 
Late despatches from Memphis report that, as 
part ot the movement for the capture of Vicks- 
burg, a squadron of gunboats ascended the 
Yazoo river and attacked a rebel battery lo- 
cated twenty miles above the mouth. A la- 
mentable incident of the engagement was the 
mortal wounding of Captain “ Given,” of the 
Benton, by a shell. The officer meant 19 Com- 
mander Gwin, of the regular navy, one of the 
most gallant and competent officers in the 
service. He is a native of Indiana, and en- 
tered the navy from that State sixteen or 
eighteen years ago, through the Annapolis 
Academy. 

Early in the war he was on duty on the 
steamer Cambridge on the Atlantic coast, but 
when Commodore (now Admiral) Foote came 
West he w f as ordered to report to the Commo- 
dore for service in the Western flotilla. When 
the flotilla was organized, he received com- 
mand oftbe wooden gunboat A. O. Tvlor, and 
while on board of her distinguished himself 
in expeditions on the Mississippi, Cumberland, 
and Tennessee rivers, and succeeded in ren- 
dering signal assistance to the army of Gen. 
Grant, when it was so hard pressed by the en- 
emy at the great battle of Pittsburg Landing. 
His next most notable action was his encounter 
with the ram Arkansas, on the occasion of her 
descent from the Yazoo river upon the Na- 
tional fleet then besieging Vicksburg. He of- 
fered all the resistance it was possible to make 
with a weak wooden craft like the Ty lor to 
so formidable an antagonist. Some months 
ago Commander Gwin received charge of the 
Benton— a charge which, we fear, has proven 
fatal to him. 

The Army to be Paid. — “Occasional’’ 
writesto the Philadelphia Press: “It is easy 

to conceive how restive the army must at last 
become in consequence of the inability of the 
Government to pay it punctually ; and yet to 
this, as to all other complaints of the kind, 
there is a reasonable, and, I hope, a satisfac- 
tory answer. No army of equal size in the 
world ever received so much pay, iu the same 
time, as the army of the Union received up to 
the 1st of last July, previous to which period 
every requisition was promptly met. 

“Arrangements are now in progress by which 
the accumulated debt to the troops will be rap- 
idly liquidated. The Secretary of war has di- 
rected thatover five hundred thousand dollars 
should be appropriated to pay the immediate 
wants of the troops, and a similar amount will 
continue to besetapartat short intervals, so 
long as there is any money (intended for other 
creditors, who will be compelled to wait) from 
which to draw.”

Now, that the public may not be misled by 
this telegram, the following is submitted: 

Un the 30th November, 1861, the Postmaster- 
General made the publication required by law 
for proposals for carrying the mail in Ken- 
tucky from the 1st of July, 1802, to the 30th 
Juue, 1800, a printed copy of which was re- 
c, ived l>y the Louisville lull Nashville Rail- 
mad Company. The attention of the company 
was called to routes No. 9004, 9505, and 9018, 
on all which routes the company were then 
e .n r mg the mails by rail under previous con- 
tracts. . 

No. 9504 is the route between Louisville 
and Nashville, and calls for supplying all the 
post-ollices on the route beyond the Lebanon 
Junction, and to leave Louisville daily at 
f>:10 A. M., and arrive at Nashville by 2:20 
P. M. 

Route No. 9505 is the route from Louisville 
bv the Branch to Lebanon to supply all the 
olHces on the route from Louisville to Leba- 
non, aud to leave Louisville daily, Sundays 
excepted, at 0 A. M., arrive at Lebanon at 
12 hi. 

No. 9,648 is the route on the Memphis Branch 
from Bowling Green to the Tennessee State 
liue, a distance of 51 miles, for a daily service, 
with fixed time for arrival and departure. The 
Louisville aud Nashville Railroad Company 
were then also operating the branch to Bards- 
town, arriving and departing at a dillerent 
time from that of the main line and Lebanon 
Branch. 

The Company did not bid for the routes sep- 
arately, but made a gross bid of $49,750 for 
the entire service on all the routes, including 
the one to Bardstown, with the cousent of the 
officers of that branch. 

The printed proi>osn!s informed bidders that 
decisions would lie made by the 24th April, 
1802, yet the Company received no notice of 
the acceptance or rejection of their bid. After 
the 30th June, 1802, when the contracts with 
the department expired, the mails were sent 
to the Company's depots, and were received 
and forwarded a3 before, and the letter of the 
3d July written to the Department and the 
Department s reply of the 9th J uly promptly 
received.

Dear Sir: Yours of the 19lh inst. with the 
proposition of the Postoffice Department to the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad for a con- 
tract for carrying the mail on the Main Line 
and Lebanon ami Memphis Branches for four 
years from the 30th June last, has been re- 
ceived and laid before our Board of Directors. 
They decliuc to make a contract on the pro- 
posed terms, and request that other arrange- 
ments be made as soon as practicable for the 
mails they are now carrying without con- 
tract. 

They operate their road from Louisville to 
Lebanon with a separate train, arriving and 
departing atm different time from that on the 
Main Line, and arc not willing to do the mail 
service on that line, six times a week, for less 
than $100 per mile per annum for the whole 
distance of 67$^ miles, the amount they re- 
ceived the last four years. They operate their 
Memphis Branch in connection with the Main 
Line, but have no permanent arrangement 
with the Clarksville Company to operate their 
fourteen miles from the Slate line to Clarks- 
ville. They think the compensation proposed 
inadequate for that service, and insufficient if 
they owned the line to Clarksville. They 
will not bind the Company to carry the mail 
over that road. Indeed they are not now op- 
erating the Clarksville road, because of ttie 
recent destruction of the bridges by the Con- 
federate forces. They think it probable the 
rebel forces will interfere with the operations 
of their Memphis Branch until a stronger mil- 
itary force drives them out. 

Tney might have accepted the proposed 
f-ompcnsation on the Main Line had the offer 
for the Branches been satisfactory; at tho 
same time they understand the Department 
are paying on other roads, not as important as 
this, at the rate of $290 per mile, but the as- 
pect of the civil war is of that character as to 
afford no reasonable expectation they could 
have complied with the contract when made. 

On the 12th inst. Morgan's forces seized one 
of their trains at Gallatin, destroyed the en- 
gine and thirty cars, with their contents, also, 
about six hundred feet of the track, three 
bridges, and six hundred feet of the tunnel in 
- Tenucsscc, and still control the route of the 
road in Tennessee by their marauding bands, 
so that they can’t get men to work on the re- 
pairs. Tt is now fifteen day3 since the raid 
and damage occurred, and no troops in suffi- 
cient force have been sent to drive them out 
and protect the workmen. They can't get 
men to work without military protection. 

The Board are therefore unwilling to make 
a coatidct lor the term of four years if the 
the rate of compensation was satisfactory. I 
am instru ted to inform the Department' that 
if the mails are furnished the Company will 
continue to carry them on the road as far as 
they are able to operate it during the balance 
of [lie present quarter after which the Depart- 
ment must make other arrangements.

terms offered by the Department in its com- 
munication of the 19th ult., and that it must 
make other arrangements for their conveyance 
after the expiration of the present quarter. 

The principal objection urged appears to be 
to the compensation offered for service upon 
the branches, and the proposed computation 
of pay from the Junction to Lebanon, instead 
of from Louisville to Lebanon, as separate 



tween Baltimore and the Washington Relay 
House, some nine miles; and that by an ar- 
rangement entered into previous to his taking 
charge of the Department, which has not yet 
expired, lie is nuvineel that the practice is 
improper and feels compelled to put an end 
to tt. . 

On further examination it is found that in 
no instance has ho arranged to pay $150 a 
mile for once daily service upon any 
railroad; $100 a mile being the high- 
est rate for that frequency of service; 
lienee the impression tint other roads 
not as important as yours are receiving $200 
a mile per annum is erroneous.

Should your Company at any lime run your 
trains on the main line twice daily, and so 
convey the mails, the Postmaster-General will 
raise the compensation to $200 a mile per an- 
num, for once daily service only he could not 
be justified in doing so. He regrets the losses 
sustained by the Company and the interrup- 
tions of the service caused by the rebellion, 
but thinks he has been as liberal as he was 
warranted by the laws, in paying for service 
that was not performed, considering the 
great losses* which the Government has sus- 
tained, nnd the great pecuniary difficulty un- 
der which it labors. If your Company persist 
in refusing to convey the mails after the 30th 
inst., lie will be compelled to provide other 
means to have them transported.

Dear Sir: This Company is in receipt of 
yours of the 5th in3t. 

During the last contract, after through con 
nection was made with Nashville until the 
road wits seized by the State of Tennessee, 
the mail was carried twice daily each way 
After the road was regained there has been but 
one daily train each way, because of the want 
of passenger cars and because the Government 
required the residue of our motive power for 
the transportation of freights. The Com- 
pany could run two daily trains each way with 
profit, and if peace prevailed, or they had ade- 
quate protection, would run the two daily 
trains. 

The Lebanon Branch in all respects is ope- 
rated as a separate road, and can't be other- 
wise operated without loss to the Com- 
pany. The fourteen miles of road be- 
tween the Tennessee Line and Clarksville bo 
long to a separate Company, which we were 
operating under a temporary arrangement 
which could be terminated on, ten days' notice, 
aud which we have not operated since the cap- 
ture of Clarksville and the destruction of 
bridges on the fourteen miles and on our 
Branch. 

We have not regained our Main Line iu 
T ennessee, and last Sunday had a bridge burnt 
within twenty miles of this city. 

In the present aspect of the pending civil 
war our Board are not willing to make a con- 
tract for the* term of four years, aud but for 
this would have submitted an offer to trans- 
port the mails on the main line and Lebanon 
nnd Memphis branches for the gross sum of 
$40,000. 

The Company are satisfied the Department 
settled the last contract fairly and justly ac- 
cording to its terms, but think they are enti- 
tled to compensation for the double service.

Sir: Yours of the loth inst. is received to- 
day. It does not appear to the Postmaster- 
General to be responsive to my letter of the 
5th inst. 

He offers you more compensation for the 
services required than the average given to 
other companies for similar service, and tells 
you that he will increase the compensation 
when additional service is required. You 
do not controvert these facts or assign any 
reason why the facts ought not to control 
the Department. You state indeed that the 
rebels have burned bridges and interrupted 
the service. But you certainlv could not 
think it proper for the Post-Office Department 
to indemnify the Company for these losses by 
paying more for the service than the Post- 
master-General thinks the grade of service 
entitles you to. 

The Postmaster-General in accepting the 
violence of the rebels iu excuse for non-per- 
formance of the service, and paying for it as it 
had been performed, thinks lie has been ex- 
tremely liberal, considering the condition of 
public finauces.

Dear Sir: The Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company are in receipt of yours of 
the 10th inst., in which you say, ‘ The P. M. 
General offers this Company more for the 
service required than the average given to other 
Companies for similar service, and tells us he 
will increase the compensation when addi- 
tional service is required.” You are pleased 
to add “That we do not controvert the facts 
or assign auy reason why the facts should 
not control the Department,” stating in the 
same connection that we indeed urged the 
burning ot our bridges and interruption of the 
service, but add, that “we certainly could 
not think it proper for the Post-Oflice Depart- 
ment to indemnify the Company for these 
losses by paying more for the service than the 
Postmaster General thinks the grade of ser- 
vice entitles the Company to.” 

The Company have never thought the De- 
partment offered more tor the service than the 
average given to other Companies for simi- 
lar service under like circumstances, and 
that in the correspondence they were contro- 
verting the fact, particularly when taken in 
connection with the hazards of the service, 
and we certainly think, because of these haz; 
arfis, that the Department ought to pay us 
more far the service than is paid to contrac- 
tors not liable to the like hazards. 

In the question of compensation we con- 
sider it in connection with the cost of the 
service, the hazards of performing it, and a 
reasonable profit therefor, and that the De- 
partment consider it in the same way, and we 
understand it has always been done in the De- 
partment, where many precedents exist, par- 
ticularly on the frontier and the overland 
route to California. 

The Company certainly do not expect the 
Department to pay for the bridges ana trains 
destroyed by the rebels, but to pay an addi- 
tional price for the increased hazards of the 
service. This has to be done by both passen- 
gers and freighters who use the road these 
hazardous times. 

On the 11th May, the raid of John Morgan 
at Cave City resulted in the destruction of a 
freight and passenger trai n aud a loss to the 
company of more than $ 20 , 000 , and the prior 
one at Gallatin cost us a train and about the 
same damage, and other raids hare damaged 
the company more than four times all we re- 
ceived for the last four years’ service. 

As stated in a former letter, the company 
would have accepted the Postmaster- General's 
offer for through service to Nashville bad the 
compensation tor the branch service been sat- 
isfactory and they could have controlled the 
fourteen miles in Tennessee next to Clarksville, 
and would have offered to do the service on 
main stem and Lebanon and Memphis Branches 
for $40,000 per annum, but for the aspect of 
the civil war and the apprehension that nearly 
the whole road would soon be in the hands of 
the enemy, rendering it impossible to perform 
the service. 

The company consider the service prior to 
the 30th June has been fully and justly settled 
by the Department, except for the last quar- 
ter, but have considered if a new contract was 
made the condition of the finances might ef- 
fect further settlements without an under- 
standing on the subject, and did not consider 
the offer of $50 per mile additional for a twice 
daily service each way a sufficient inducement 
to contract, with all the hazards. A t'e w days 
will perhaps settle the future of our road for 
some time, and if it should be favorable and 
the Department desires it, the company will 
contract at $40,000 per annum for mainline 
and branches, with the understanding that 
disturbance by the rebels will be accepted as 
sufficient excuse for non-performance.

Regarding the terms offered by him for the 
transportation of these mails as being ample 
to compensate your Company for all the ser- 
vice that would probably be performed, tak- 
ing int^ consideration the unsettled condition 
of the country, the Postmaster General docs 
not feel disposed to increase his offer. 

It lias always been the practice of the De- 
partment to make due allowance for difficul- 
ties encountered in the performance of service 
by railroad companies and contractors for the 
transportation of the mails. Of this your 
Company should be well assured by the lib- 
eral settlements heretofore made with it. 
Under present circumstances, however, the 
Department can be expected only to pay for 
services actually performed; it lias no power 
to do more. With a contract, however, the 
case would be different, ns then excuses for 
non-performance would be in order in cases 
of interruption when caused by no fault m 
the Company. 

It is hoped that tiie present difficulties of 
transportation over your roods by reason ot 
the rebellion will in a short time be removed, 
and the Postmaster General feels assured that, 
upon a proper review of all the circumstances, 
your Company will be persuaded of the fact 
that the terms offered are liberal, and as much 
as he feels warranted' in paying, and that it 
will be disposed to enter into contract upon 
these terms from the 1st July last.

A PLEA PUR OUR CAVALRY. 

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

In your issue of the 30th inst. you say that 
“our cavalry has almost everywhere shown it- 
self interior to that of the rebels. That Gen. 
Pemberton’s cavalry of the Army of the Poto- 
mac is probably an exception. That our in- 
fantry upon all occasions proves itself equal if 
not superior to that of the enemy, but our 
cavalry scarcely ever.” 1 take it for granted 
that you would not wilfully create a false im- 
pression on this subject, and are, therefore, 
willing to have a different view presented in 
your columns. I know nothing ot the merits 
of either the cavalry or infantry service out- 
side of the Army of theVMiio, now command- 
ed by Gen. Rosecrans. The cavalry attached 
to that army has proved itself iu every en- 
gagement not only to be equal to that of the 
rebels, but even to be superior. Take, for in- 
stance, the 1st Kentucky, known as Wolford’s. 
This regiment not only has never been de- 
tested, but has never even been checked in 
any object it ever undertook. Two hundred 
of it, in October last, surrounded and cap- 
tured a whole regiment of rebel cavalry near 
Elizabethtown. In sixteen months' service, 
and numberless engagements, it has never 
failed. The same can be said of the 2d Ken- 
tucky. This regiment i know has been en- 
gaged in more tban twenty fights and skir- 
mishes with rebel cavalry, and without a de- 
feat. Often it has contended successfully with 
superior numbers. Once only four companies 
of it were repulsed by a force five times their 
strength. The 3d Kentucky has probably 
been in action as often and with the same 
success. 

The 5th Kentucky has never met wiA but 
one reverse. A poriion of this regiment was 
taken with General Johnson at Gallatin, last 
August. On that occasion, however, the 
rebels outnumbered General Johnson s forces 
at least two to one. I aver that but one in- 
stance can be recalled where our cavalry in 
the West has brought any discredit on our 
arms. That was in the ease of Colonel Met- 
calfe's regiment near Richmond, last summer; 
and in that case the regiment had just been 
mounted, and had no opportunity of making 
soldiers of themselves. The only stains zipon 
the character of our soldiers have been created 
by the disgraceful surrender of their com- 
mands on the part of officers of infantry. 
Witness Clarksville, Murfreesboro, liartsville, 
and more recently the affairs at Elizabeth- 
town and Muldrow's Hill. Witness the dis- 
graceful rout of the new regiments of Jack- 
son’s division at Chaplin Hills. Hundreds of 
those new soldiers were prevented from leav- 
ing the field by the cavalry beating them with 
tbe flat of their sabres. 

Tbe reason our cavalry has not accomplished 
more is simply because they have not been 
permitted. You say in the article alluded to 
that John Morgan is now in Kentucky with 
eight cavalry regiments. Did you ever hear 
of any one of our cavalry officers having that 
number in his command? Until you do, you 
will probably not hear of any great achieve- 
ment by^our cavalry. 

Our cavalry has always been kept divided, 
a regiment with this aud another with that 
division, and the C ffouel in command nearly 
always subject to tiie order of some Brigadier 
of infantry, who probably in some cases did 
not even know that cavalry horses occasionally 
needed forage and water. 

1 knew a Maj.-General, now dead, to curse 
and revile the whole cavalry service because 
the Colonel of a cavalry regiment COO strong 
could not furnish him with 800 men for daily 
duty, and this after having received the morn- 
ing report of that regiment for two weeks. 
The fault lies not with the cavalry. If you 
will look a little further you will 'find other 
causes of its inefficiency. '
